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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Keep The Books Straight 


Members of the governor’s official family have been 


expressing their displeasure at the Senate’s decision to 
prevent transfers of funds within departments. 

One particularly flagrant example of the abuse of this 
system was noted last week, when a five-figure transfer 
was put through by a department, to accomplish a purpose 
that had met with the legislators’ disapproval. 

We elect the legislators and when they do not approve 
of an expenditure, that should be the end of it. A transfer 
of funds, from account to account, seems to be a deliber- 
ate violation of the democratic principles when it is con- 
trary to the expressed wish of the peoples’ representa- 
tives. 

This method of spending funds is not new to Andover — 
but here there have been instances when it worked to the 
town’s advantage. 

The School Committee last year convinced the Finance 
Committee that a larger budget would result if funds could 
not be transferred. The Committee may, for instance, have 
a small surplus in one account and be able to use it for 
repairs, or some other necessary item. This would not be 
possible under a strict system — so the Committee would 
turn back a surplus in one account, then ask for a special 
disbursement from the Finance Committee’s emergency 
fund. All that’s accomplished is a lot of bookkeeping. 

So it is possible, we realize, for money to be transferred 
back and forth within a general budget and actually save 
dollars in the long run. We wonder, however, whether in 
an operation the size of the state, it is wise to give one 
or two persons in a department the authority to actually 
over-ride the opinion of the. legislature. It’s one thing to 
allow procedures of this sort in a town where it’s easy to 
keep track of the money. It’s quite another thing to allow 
it in the state government, where it is possible that offi- 
cial actions are not so visible, so quick to come before 


the public.

What Our

To the Editor of the Townsman: 

“Your editorial of July 16 
applauding the Selectmen’s deci- 
sion to obtain additional estimates 
for the proposed engineering sur- 
vey on drainage should be tem- 
pered by a note of caution. As a 
former chairman of the Board of 
Public Works and a registered 
professional engineer with 30 
years experience in the field of 
Civil Engineering, the writer 
knows first hand the folly of 
engaging professional engineering 
services on the basis of competi- 
tive prices. 

‘*Professional services, whether 
they be in engineering, law or 
medicine, are not amendable to 
detailed specifications. When 
engineers bid for the furnishing 
of professional services for a 
project, they cannot possibly be 
bidding on furnishing the same 
amount and quality of professional 
service. The amounts bid in 
dollars can be compared, but there 
is no way to compare the amount 
and quality of professional service 
to be rendered. The low bidder’s 
concept of the work may be vastly 
different from that of a _ more 
experienced firm. The profes- 
sional qualifications, experience 
and integrity of consulting firms 
cannot be compared on a price 
basis. 

‘*The proposed engineering 
Survey represents the first and 
most important phase of a long- 
range construction project which 
probably extend over decades and 
eventually cost millions of dol- 
lars. Since it is at this initial 
Stage that the master plan is laid 
out and the cost fixed, it is ob- 
viously essential that a consulting 
firm of high competence be 
engaged for the master plan. The 


cpst of the survey will probably 
be well under 1% of the eventual 
overall cost of the long-range 
program. A careless or inadequate 


° 
study of all of the alternate 
possibilities at this stage could 
eventually cost the Town many, 
many times any ‘“‘savings’’ in 
engineering fees obtained by 
taking competitive bids for en- 
gineering services. 

“For the above reasons and 
many more, the Boston Society of 
Civil Engineers and the American 
Society of Civil Engineers have 
declared it to be unethical and 
not in the public interest to com- 
pete for engineering assignments 
on the basis of price. 

‘“‘The writer understands that 
the proposed survey would be 
performed on a per diem basis and 
the Town would be billed only for 
work actually done. The $25,000 
estimate referred to in your 
editorial represents an _ upper 
limiting fee which could not be 
exceeded. By performing the work 
on a per diem basis the engineers 
would have sufficient latitude to 
thoroughly investigate any al- 
ternate plans which could result 
in savings to the Town in con- 
struction costs. 

‘“*The above should not be 
construed as a plea for stifling 
competition among engineering 
firms. The Town’s present consult- 
ing engineers have performed 
highly competent work for the 
Town during the past three years. 
Nevertheless, there should be no 
objection to the Selectmen’s inter- 
viewing other consultants. The 
selection of a consultant for this 
particular project should, how- 
ever, be based on such considera- 
tions as prior experience and 
magnitude of drainage projects, 
qualifications and experience of 
the principals of the firm and the 
key men proposed to handle the 
work, demonstrated accuracy in 
predetermining construction costs, 
and availability of the firm to 
handle the assignment consider- 
ing sufficiency of personnel and 
work already current with the firm. 
The selection should not be 
based on price. Cheap engineering 
is expensive and to employ it is a 
disservice to the Town.’’
